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LIFE WORK IS FIGHT AGAINST ‘EVIL SPIRITS’ 


Atlanta Nurse Back From Congo 


By KATHERINE BARNWELL 

A slim, blue-eyed, 28-year-old 
graduate of the Emory University 
School of Nursing treated 2,607 
black-skinned natives in the can- 
nibal-infested heart of the Belgian 
Congo last year. 

“It’s my life work,” she ex- 
plained simply. 

Miss Lucile McElroy, only white 
person at a small missionary clinic 
in Moma, Belgian Congo, is in 
Atlanta on furlough after three 
years’ service in Africa. 

She addressed student nurses at 
her alma mater here yesterday, re- 


deep- 
spirits” of nativc tribes. 

“It's a heartbreaking and a 
heart-warming life,” she said. 

The 57,116 separate treatments 
given by Miss McElroy and her 
two native assistants at the Moma 
clinic range from delivering babies 
to sewing up stab wounds. 

“Natives only come to us,” she 
pointed out, “after they have tried 
their own ‘witch doctors’ without 
being cured. ... Thus, we usually 
get the worse cases—in the last 
stages.” 

Miss McElroy, who lives alone 
in a sundried brick hut, is on call 
day and night. 

“But it’s satisfying work,” she 
insists. “When you’re able to help 
those poor people, your heart just, 
well, it just bubbles over!” 

Daughter of Presbyterian mis- 
sionary parents, Miss cElroy 
grew up in the Belgian Congo and 
speaks the Tshiluba language like 
a native. She has converted 
“many, many” patients to Chris- 


ag 
Although there is still some can- 
nibalism in her section, she said 
it was “disappearing—and natives 
never eat white persons.” 

She said the worse thing with 
which she must contend was the 
mative fear of evil spirits.

“Everything they do,” she said, 
“is to appease the evil spirits.” 

She recounted an incident where 
natives refused to adopt a baby 
whose mother died after its Cae- 
sarian section birth. 

“They were afraid,” she said, 
“that the mother’s spirit would 
come back and cause their death.”

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That Utoy Bridge Has an Aroma 


Our investigation of the Utoy Bridge, 
a Fulton County political controversy, 
convinces us there is a bad aroma about 
the whole business. 
A preliminary investigation indicates 
the Grand. Jury would do well to put a 
committee in charge and send it to look 
at what the Public Works Department 
has done, and is doing. The Parks De- 
parment, as Commissioner Doyal has re- 
vealed, is in a bad way and could not be 
worse for having the Grand Jury eye put 
on it. 
There are disquieting rumors that the 
county financial matters are “tight” and 


that fi-fas and some property, originally 
earmarked for recreational purposes, may 
be put up for sale. 

This—rather than rigid economy — 
would suggest that things are more lax 
than they should be. It should be possible 
to reduce expenses and save the property. 
The Public Works Department has always 
been extravagant. We would suggest the 
Grand Jury, for example, see if it is true 
that prisoners from distant Alpharetta 
have been transported about 80 miles a 
day to work on the Utoy Bridge. 

We hope the Grand Jury will be

A Fast Start for Regional Education 


The regional education plan for the South is getting off to a much better start than even its 
sponsors, the Southern Governors, anticipated. A program for immediately inaugurating regional pro- 
fessional and graduate schools, financed co-operatively by the Southern States, will be submitted to 


the Legislatures in many States in January. 


Actual enrollment of students in these new institutions 


of higher learning will be under way by the Fall quarter in 1949. 


No obstruction is seen in any Legislature over 
the South, according to Florida’s Gov. Millard 
Caldweil, Chairman of the Regional Council for 
Education, which met her€ Monday. The South- 
ern political leaders are ready to join the long 
campaign of Southern educators in pooling 
Southern resources to improve educational fa- 
cilities for Southern young people. 


In January, the Governor in each of several 


Southern States will go before his own Legis- 
lature and ask it to approve contracts for offer- 
ing the finest type of education. He also will 
ask his General Assembly for funds to pay his 
State’s share of the expenses in establishing 
these regional services. These services, paid for 
through the combined efforts of many States, 
will provide educational advantages that no South- 
ern State thus far has been able to finance for 
its own young people. 


It is probable that the Veterinary School 
now being built on the University of Geor- 
gia campus will become the first regional 
school under the new setup. Training for 
veterinarians in this rapidly developing live-

sending students to Athens for training. 

the other hand, Georgia will be putting 

to help pay for its students’ educa- 

tion in certain graduate courses in Florida or 

South Carolina which are not offered in this 

State. By this swapping method, the young 

people of Georgia, South Carolina, Florida 

and other Southern States all will receive the 
finest type of education in all fields. 


This business of co-operation among the States | 


has grown to a national scale since the Southern 
States unsuccessfully asked Congress to approve 
their plan. Gov. Caldwell said that Western 
States want permission to pool their resources to 
improve their insane hospitals. Some Northern 
States want to co-operate, like the Southern 
States, in the improvement of their educational in- 
stitutions. It is possible when Congress meets 
again it will be asked to pass a national plan for 
States to contract with each other on educational 
facilities, instead of a Southern regional plan. Con- 
gressional approval is not necessary, but the 
Southern Governors wanted it anyway, Caldwell 
said. 


Sunday’s column regarding the American Veg- 
etarian Party included this party’s platform, 
which, among other things, indorsed chiropracty.

Frances Troubles 
Concern Us Also 


While most of our political leaders and social 
planners go through the same old motions and 
apply the time-worn formulas, change continues. 

The formulas won’t work but fretting public leaders futilely keep 
trying to fit them. 


_ No better example exists than unhappy France where a small 
civil war now rages. 
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France’s population shifts have proceeded about as ours. Fewer 
persons are needed in basic production and the cities have grown 
with the inevitable increase in the unskilled and semi-skilled 
eg collar class. Out of these shifts have come the present 
Clvil war. 


There is this one difference which has—to date—saved us. We 
have fewer coal miners than ever before. But with machinery 
and modern methods we are provided with ample coal, even though 
the miners work shorter hours. The same thing is true in other 
types of mining. We have fewer farmers than ever before, and 
future years will see the total continue to decrease. But, with 
tractors and machinery two men can do what 14 men used to do. 
In the basic production of raw materials for fabrication we have 
fewer workers, but more raw materials. 


. The direct producer—the factory, mill, steel, auto- 
Difference mobile worker, and so on—have grown in numbers 
in this country, as have the workers in service industries—clerks, 
doctors, newspapermen, lawyers, waitresses, and so on. But, our 
population has expanded. France’s population has been about the 
same for 25 years. 


So, while France’s population shifts have followed the world 
trend—increase of urban population—her population has not in- 
creased and her technology has lagged behind so that neither her 
farmers nor her basic and direct producers can supply the needs 
of the swollen city populations. Unemployment, severe want, and 
growing discontent are the result. 


Parties To meet this France has the tragic fact of a multiple 

political party system. Her half dozen leading parties 
and her less important ones, agree with difficulty and then for 
brief, undetermined periods, The government is shaky. It con- 
stantly is under pressure from the Communist left and that pres- 
sure has now developed into a small-scale civil war. 


With this country’s population again declining, with more old 
people assured for each decade ahead as medical science steadily 
raises the life expectancy; with the pressure already on our social 
agencies and on industry to care for the growing cities, we need, 
I believe, to think very profoundly on three points, namely: 


Point 1. Things will never be “as they were.” This period of 
5. hae we hey w 

! crisis in which we live very likely is the “normalcy” for 
this generation. 


2. However desirable the old formulas were, they will not work 
in entirety since they were constructed to apply to a social and 
political system of a time in our history when we were an agri- 
cultural nation and industry and vast industrial cities and masses 
of persons employed in them were not even imagined. Our very 
Constitution was written by, of and for a farm country and a farm 
economy in which modern technology was undreamed. 


3. We must bend every effort to retain the two-party system 
by making them flexible enough to meet the demands of change. 
If they become inflexible and we retain the dangerous States’ 
Rights Party of Dixiecrats; the so-called Progressives of Wallace 
and the Communists; if Walter Reuther goes ahead with his plan 
to form a new party called “Labor’—then, indced, will we have 
broken our political system and then, verily, will the fat of our 
system of government be in the fire. 


Fran Leon Blum has been blamed for many things. French- 
ce 

men told me, with heavy sorrow, that Blum’s greatest 
blow to France was his refusal to allow the Socialist Party to be- 
come flexible enough to take into membership the workers in the 


mines and in the new automobile industries of France. They were | 


almost literally driven into the Communist Party. 


That Party, given a monopoly, took over control of the newly 
formed French Labor Party. It is estimated that not more than 
10 percent of France’s French Federation of “Tabor is Communist. 
But Communists control its every committee and therefore control 
the unions that dig the coal, make the steel and handles all ship- 
ping. It publishes 13 weeklies in Paris alone; many regional 
weeklies, a daily, including publications for the various industries. 
All play the same tune. 


It will be very sad if our national, state and local administra- 
tions seek to use the tools of 1914 and fail to create new tools to 


meet the problems of 1949 and, more especially, those that are | 


coming a decade from now.

Will Shoes Be Next on the Way Down? 


WASHINGTON—I was in the Treasury Deparment press room with my feet on somebody's 


else's 
when all the phones jangled at once. 
strongbox of all. Somebody was, at that. 
The United Press told its fiscal expert to 
check Chicago rumors that the Government was 
freezing the price of hides. The Associated Press 
said, quick, find out whether the Federals were 
supporting the hide- market. International News 
told its man the same thing. So did the Wall 
Street Journai, the Journal of Commerce and 
other financial papers. There was something hot 
in the Chicago hide market for sure. 


You should have seen those financial 
writers scurry. They checked the Treasury, 
Agriculture and Commerce Departments. 
And finally they got to the Government's 
top hide expert, who listened—and laughed. 


For weeks the prices of the raw materials 
for shoes had been going down and down and 
still down. The tanners weren’t buying. And 
some poor devil, stuck with a large consign- 
_ ment of hides, was on the verge of losing not 
only his shirt, but also his shoes. So he started 
the rumor about the Government in hope of 
raising the price of his cow skins. 

Happens all the time, added the Government 
man. Whenever the hide market hits the dol- 
drums, somebody circulates a report about the 
Government taking action. 

He said that Hides are one thing subject 
strictly to the law of supply and demand. When 
people stop buying shoes, the shoemakers quit 
buying hides. The Government has no authority 
under any iaw to tinker with hide prices. This 
news clattered to Chicago in a matter of sec- 
onds. The price of hides immediately skidded 
again. 

This indicates that strange things are hap- 
pening in the shoe business. Maybe we are turn- 
ing into a nation of barefoot. boys. Next time 


desk, contemplating the pretty pictures of the 
You'd have thought somebody was trying to rob the biggest 


shoeless and seminaked ladies on the walls, 


you pass a shoe store, look in the door. Odds 
are that you’ll see more clerks than customers. 

A pair of prewar $10 shoes still costs $19.95, 
even though the cost of hides are down as much 
as half from their high levels in the Spring. The 
shoe manufacturers haven't cut their prices yet. 
They’ve been cutting production. Many a shoe 
factory is running part time. Jobless shoe work- 
ers, particularly in Massachusetts, are beginning 
to go on relief. 

The shoemakers are trying to use up the 
high-priced leather they bought earlier this year. 
They’re buying none from the tanners. The lat- 
ter are buying no hides and, like most vicious 
circles, this one seems about to break. Or so 
said the cheerful hide specialist in the Govern- 
ment. 


First there'll be special.shoes sales, in 
which the retailer shoulders his loss. Then, 
he predicted, there'll be consignments of dis- 
tress merchandise from makers short of cash 
and finally (probably early next year) the 
price of shoes generally will drop. And 
about time. 


A good deal of high-priced labor goes into 
the making and the selling of a pair of shoes and, 
as a consequence, prices probably won't get 
down to prewar levels. But every little bit 


aelps and, barring my toes bursting all the way | 
vut into the wintry blasts, I’m buying no more | 
sshoes for a while. 


Reminds fme of last year’s situation, when 
the clerks did a fellow a special favor by let- 
ting him have a few shirts for $5 each. I went 
frayed around the neck for a while and it wasn’t 
long before I was doing the storekeeper a favor, 
buying the same identical shirts for $2.95.

Democratic Troubles in South Carolina 


COLUMBIA, S. C.—Local jealousy, aroused by the elevation of Gov. J, Strom Thurmond to the role 
of States’ rights presidential candidate, combined with the most weird election system anywhere in the 
world, has made South Carolina a November political battleground for the first time since 1880. 

The local involvement springs froma deep suspicion by Sen. Olin Johnston, who did as much as 
any other to stir up'the Southern revolt against President Truman, that Gov. Thurmond’s aim in ac- 
cepting presidential nomination was to build himself up to run against Johnston for Senator in 1950. 


Johnston will be remembered as the Senator 
who walked out on the Jackson Day dinner in 
Washington, together with his guests, leaving a 
large empty table immediately in front of Presi- 
dent Truman. 

Possibly because he has found it difficult to 
eat his assertion that “no decent white man 
would vote for Truman,” made last Spring, Sen. 
Johnston has not come out openly for Truman. 

All he said is the cryptic sentence, “I am a 
Democrat.” It is generally accepted by all hands 
in South Carolina, however, that Johnston is 
doing his level best to save the State for Tru- 
man, with an effect of turning the present con- 
test into a preview of an even hotter Johnston- 
Thurmond fracas two years hence. 


Newspaper political writers and similar 
neutral observers agree that Thurmond will 
win the 11 South Carolina presidential elec- 
tors, but also they are as one in predicting 
that, incident to the Thurmond presidential 
candidacy, there is being brewed a local 
Democratic split that will be heard for many 
future years. 


The prevailing November election practice in 
South Carolina never was intended to decide 
It was a boresome constitutional ne- 
cessity, required to register formally the elec- 
tions—including the choice of presidential elec- 
tors—that for 68 years have actually been ac- 
complished in the Democratic Party primary. 
Alone among all the States, South Carolina 
has no secret ballot—no ballot at all, in fact, in 
the sense of a sheet listing the names of com- 
peting candidates with the right of the voter to 
pick and choose. 
When the voter enters the election place he 
will find stacks of privately printed ballots—Re- 


publican, Democrat, States’ rights Democrat, Wal-.' 


laceite, etc.—each presenting an exclusive list of 
candidates for President and for State and local 
offices as their sponsors please. 
All that was required to put either the Tru- 
man-Barkley or 


in each case to print up a batch of ballots. Both 
of them claim the whole list of Democratic nomi- 
nees—congressional, State and local—as their 
own. 


Entering the election place, the voter se- 
lects one of these ballots and drops it in 
the box. Any writing on a ballot disqualfies 
it, so a voter canot split his ticket. He can’t 
even cross off a name. He can pick up sev- 
eral ballots, but there is no booth or curtain 
te get behind while making his choice be- 
tween them. 


The Thurmond-Wright ballots certainly will be 


Thurmond-Wright presidential 
tickets before the voters was for their supporters 


stacked nearest the door and quite conceivably 
some of them may find their way into the ballot 
box credited to voters not actually on hand. 


An element in the South Carolina election 
- campaign, not much talked about openly but 
certainly potential, is the fact that Negroes 
are voting in considerable numbers this year 
for the first time since the Reconstruction 
days following the War Between the States. 


White supremacy advocates blame this crack 
in the previously complete exclusion of Negroes 
from the polls on the Roosevelt and Truman na- 
tional administrations. Specifically it got its 
start from a decision of the U. S. Supreme Court 
in a Texas case in 1944, ordering the admission 
of Negroes to Democratic primaries. 

In this State a Roosevelt-appointed U. S. Dis- 
trict Judge, J. Waites Waring, of Charleston, in 
a series of decisions over the past two years, has 
beaten down frantic attempt by the South Caro- 


lina Democratic organization to avoid compliance | 


with the Texas decision. 


Following a refusal by the Supreme Court to | 


override Judge Waring, Negroes—35,000 of them, 


according to the claim of their leaders—voted in | 


the South Carolina Democratic primary last 


August. 
The same Negro leaders guess that 65,000 Ne- 
groes may nave registered to vote in November, 


put white authorities discount this figure by | 


about half. 

The race issue was injected directly into the 
presidential contest when John McCray, head of 
the Negro Progressive Democratic Party, publicly 
advised members of his race to stay away from 
a meeting at which Sec. of War Royall spoke on 
behalf of President Truman. 

An inkling as to Mr. Truman’s popularity in 


South Carolina may be derived from the fact that | 


in this city of 65,000 Mr. Royall, himself a North 
Carolinian, was heard by fewer than 300 people 
—all white—in a hall capable of accommodating 
5,000. 

No State or congressional officeholder and 
very few party committeemen are openly sup- 
porting President Truman in South Carolina. 
The principal leaders in his behalf are the Rev. 
Maxie Collins, chiefly known heretofore as a 
Prohibitionist, and Cranston Williams, who ran 
unsuccessfully for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor in 1935 on a dripping wet platform. 

Excepting members of Gov. Thurmond’s own 
official families and a heavy majority of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, most Dem- 
ocratic wheelhorses in the State are not shouting 
for the States’ righters either. The only South 
Carolina member of the Congress who has come 
vut openly for the Thurmond-Wright ticket is 
Rep. L. Mendel Rivers, of Charleston.

throw of the U. S. Government. 

Hearings in his case were held 
a year ago before Immigration 
Commissioner Arthur Phelan of 
San Francisco, He lost an appeal 
to the Immigration Commissioner. 
He still can appeal to Atty. Gen. 
Clark and the Federal Courts.

Mrs. J. W. Awtry called them “stitches 


of love:” 
The platform of the little chapel of 


Georgia Baptist Hospital was strewn with butterfly-em- 
broidered coverlids for children’s beds, pajamas appliqued 
with bunnies, erd pillow cases bearing the sturdy figure 


of the familiar little sunbonnet Dutch girl. 
The needlework was being offered the hospital in the name of 
- the Georgia Baptist Auxiliary. Each piece was admired, praised, 
appreciated. ‘ 

“These,” said Mrs. Awtry, gentle, graying lifetime President 
of the Auxiliary. pasha her hand toward a nightgown trimmed 
with a yellow du ket, “come from loving hands of our mem- 
bers who are past the age of coming to our meetings. They have 
had to say ‘we can do no more’... and yet they have gone on 
doing.” 

Then Mrs. Awtry stepped matter-of-factly from the dais and 
handed a check for $500 to Dr. James W. Merritt, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Bapiist Convention. 

“That brings the Auxiliary’s total to $19,200, against our pledge 
of $25,000,” she said crisply. She reached back for another slip 
of paper.

Peopie laughed and shook their heads when Todd stopped them 
on the street ‘to teil them that Pearl Harbor had been bombed. “Too 
bad. must have had too much to drink. Pearl Harbor bombed! What’s 
hé trying to sell?” 

Todd rushed home and from the front porch of his house on an 
eminence. witnessed the explosion of our Pacific fleet. . Nobody, 
either civilian or the military, had dreamed that Pearl Harbor would 
be bombed. There hadn’t been even a premonition of what was to 
happen.
